Road safety fears over 
plans for Asda store 



Councillors 
object to a 
revised scheme 
after hearing 
concerns about 
delivery lorries 
posing a risk to 
schoolchildren

ANGRY residents have voiced their 
disapproval at plans for an ASDA at 
the top of the High Street. 

Representatives from the Unex 
group presented their revised plans 
to Newmarket Town Council’s 
planning committee on Monday, 
which they hope will revitalise the 
gateway to the town. 

The proposed store would be 
built on land bounded by Rowley 


Drive, Black Bear Lane and High 
Street, including a drive-through 
restaurant, a petrol station and 
parking for more than 400 cars. 

The derelict Queensbury Lodge 
site would be restored to house an 
art gallery and other retail units. 

However, more than 15 people 
attended the meeting to raise con¬ 
cerns that part of the store will be 
built on paddock land and heavy 


delivery lorries would access the 
3716m store along Rowley Drive, 
where Houldsworth Valley Primary 
School is located, and would need 
to cross the horse walks. 

Sara Beckett, of Station Ap¬ 
proach, said: “You cannot get away 
from the fact that it is racing land.” 

William Gittus, speaking on be¬ 
half of The Jockey Club and New¬ 
market Horseman’s Group, said: “It 


is in conflict with the horse racing 
policy which not only protects the 
main industry in the town but also 
the character of the town.” 

But Cllr Mick Jefferys said: “I 
think there is some merit in these 
plans. I like the improvement to the 
entrance to the town. 

“However I think delivery lorries 
coming along a residential street 
which includes a primary school is 


a real issue and I don’t see how we 
can get around it.” 

Some people supported the im¬ 
provements to the town’s gateway, 
described as “a dreadful eyesore”. 

Nick Flack, speaking on behalf 
of Fairlawns Residents Associa¬ 
tion, said: “The dereliction of the 
Queensbury Lodge buildings is a 
dreadful eyesore. It is a huge in¬ 
vestment and I think it will be of 
great benefit to Newmarket.” 

Mr Flack said the crossing with 
Dullingham Road was so danger¬ 
ous drivers “were taking their lives 
in their own hands” every time they 
left the petrol station. 

Stephen Walsh, of Unex, said: “It 
is not a welcoming image and it 
does not portray Newmarket as a 
vibrant and attractive town.” 

The planning committee object¬ 
ed to the proposals on the basis it 
conflicts with the racing policy and 
delivery lorries could pose a risk to 
schoolchildren, residents and hors¬ 
es on Rowley Drive. 

However, councillors approved 
the second part of the application 
which covers the redevelopment of 
the Queensbury Lodge site. 

The four supermarket applica¬ 
tions will be determined by Forest 
Heath District Council on May 22.

Family fight on for justice 
after Gerry dies, aged 75

THE family of a man who died 
from cancer caused by expo¬ 
sure to asbestos are appeal¬ 
ing to his former colleagues to 
come forward as they continue 
his fight for justice. 

After he was diagnosed with 
the asbestos-related lung can¬ 
cer mesothelioma in October 
2012, Newmarket man Gerry 
Blinston began a legal fight 
against the insurers acting for 
his former employers, Cara¬ 
vans International Ltd, which 
were based on Fordham Road, 
who he held responsible for his 
illness by exposing him to as¬ 
bestos more than 40 years ago. 

Mr Blinston died last month, 
aged 75. 

Now his widow, Angela, 68, 
and daughter, Marie Denny, 
47, are continuing his fight for 
justice and hoping former col¬ 
leagues of the Newmarket firm 
will come forward and confirm 
that he was exposed to asbestos 
during his employment from 
1963 until the company folded 
in 1982. 

Mrs Blinston said: “In April 
2012, Gerry began suffering 
with a persistent cough and 
feeling generally unwell. 

“By August it was clear there 
was something wrong with his 
health and after visiting his GP 
he was admitted to hospital 
where he had an operation to 
drain more than four litres of 
fluid from his lungs.” 

Gerry was diagnosed with 
mesothelioma in October last 
year, an aggressive and ex¬ 
tremely painful terminal lung

cancer that is caused by expo¬ 
sure to asbestos. 

Mrs Blinston said: “Although 
we were fortunate we were able 
to look after him at home, it 
was obvious how much pain he 
was in and despite four bouts 
of chemotherapy he sadly 
succumbed to his illness last 
month.” 

Mrs Blinston said her hus¬ 
band was exposed to asbestos 
at work throughout the 1960s, 
70s and early 80s. 

She said: “In 1963, 

Gerry started work¬ 
ing for a company 
known as Sprite 
Caravans which 
employed about 
200 people at The 
Oaks, Fordham 
Road in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

“Shortly after 
he joined, the firm 


merged with the Eccles caravan 
company and became known 
as Caravans International Ltd.” 

Mr Blinstoris family say that 
despite the fact Mr Blinston 
and his colleagues handled 
asbestolux boards and were 
exposed to asbestos dust every 
day, no-one ever warned them 
about the dangers of working 
with asbestos. 

Mesothelioma and other as¬ 
bestos-related cancers can take 
anywhere between 20 and 60 
years to develop following 
exposure. 

The family are keen to 
hear from anyone who 
worked with Mr Blin¬ 
ston at that time.

School ‘lottery’ 
for town pupils 


SCHOOLCHILDREN are at the 
mercy of a “catchment lottery” 
say parents behind plans to 
open a free school in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

The group of educationalists 
have come together to propose 
building a free school in the 
town after concerns there was 
not enough choice for parents 
for their secondary education. 

Roger Courtenay-Barrow, of 
Freckenham, has got behind 
the campaign after feeling he 
wanted more choice for his 
daughters Amy, 9, and Scarlett, 
5, who attend Moulton Primary 
School. 

He said: “This gives us more 
choice and an opportunity to 
look at something that is new, 
that is fresh and hopefully in¬ 
spiring if we can get it off the 
ground.” 

Newmarket's position on 
the boundary between Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire means 
children are at an unfair disad¬ 
vantage and forced to travel to

Cambridge or Bury St Edmunds, 
said Mr Courtenay-Barrow. 

Another parent Claire Coe, 
whose 9-year-old son Alex at¬ 
tends Ditton Lodge Primary 
School, said: “I believe New¬ 
market parents should have a 
choice rather than this catch¬ 
ment lottery.” 

One of the project’s first mem¬ 
bers Di Carroll, whose daugh¬ 
ter Ella, 10, is a pupil at Ditton 
Lodge Primary School, said: 
“Some people are concerned 
we are setting up a school from 
nothing and just finding our 
way but the team who are 
doing this are extremely 
experienced.” 

Amongst the team 
working on the project 
are headteachers and 
former school inspec¬ 
tors. 

The free school will 
accept 120 pupils per 
year and will be fully regu¬ 


lated under Ofsted. 

Julie Taylor, project lead, said: 
“We need as much support as 
possible, particularly from par¬ 
ents of Year 5 children. We need 
parents to understand this pro¬ 
ject will only succeed if they 
support it. 

“We want parents involved 
throughout, when we say com¬ 
munity we mean community.” 

Free schools exist outside of 
local authority control, so the 
team have decided on a rigor¬ 
ous academic curriculum, as 
they believe vocational subjects 
are already well catered for in 
the town.

26 at 7pm at The Brit¬ 
ish Racing School in 
Snailwell Road, or 
April 27 at 11am at 
the Heath Court Ho¬ 
tel in Moulton Road.

Sports facilities 
saved by grant 


VILLAGERS celebrated as a 
much improved multi-use 
games area was opened to the 
public after being saved from 
closure. 

The ribbon was cut on the 
new facilities at the Ellesmere 
Centre, in Stetchworth, on 
Monday after the tired pitches 
were awarded a £34,800 fund¬ 
ing boost from the National 
Lottery earlier this year. 

Stetchworth Parish Council 
was one of 24 organisations in 
the region to receive a share 
of the £14m Inspired Facilities 
fund set aside for grassroots 


sport as a legacy of the London 
Olympics last year. 

The fantastic new facilities 
were opened by racing com¬ 
mentator Derek Thompson.

A FORMER PE teacher is calling 
on people to join a sports team 
for the visually impaired set up 
after she lost her sight. 

Julie Bennett, 54, went into 
hospital three years ago for the 
removal of a tumour on the pi¬ 
tuitary gland of her brain but 
complications with the surgery 
left her completely blind. 

She said: “It was totally unex¬ 
pected. It was a routine opera¬ 
tion and I was told I would be 
out in a week. 

“I was a teacher, teaching 
general PE and dance so it was 
a bit of a shock not being able to 
play sport.” 

Since losing her sight Julie 
has remained fit by going to the 
gym and swimming but she said 
she really missed being part of a 
team as she had to stop playing 
hockey for Newmarket Ladies 
after the operation. 

As founding member of New¬ 
market Visually Impaired Peo-

pie’s (VIP) Action Group, which 
campaigns to improve facilities 
for blind and partially sighted 
people, Julie set about looking 
into what sporting facilities are 
accessible to blind people. 

With help from the charity 
Sensing Change, Julie found out 
about goalball, a sport designed 
primarily for blind athletes, 
where teams of three compete 
to score goals using a large ball, 
similar to a basketball, with 
bells inside it. 

Blindfolds are used so par¬ 
tially sighted people and fully 
sighted people can play without 
undue advantage. 

Julie is one of three players 
on the Newmarket team, which 
is one of only two teams in Suf¬ 
folk. 


She said: “I like playing it be¬ 
cause I miss playing sport so 
much. 

“It seemed like the best sport 
available to me and I missed the 
team spirit and strategic side of 
the sports I used to play. 

“Goalball has really filled the 
void, it is a really fun game.” 

The team are hoping to re¬ 
cruit new members to allow 
them to raise their game and 
want to emphasise that anyone 
can play as long as they wear a 
blindfold. 

Each session is led by a coach 
so complete beginners are wel¬ 
come. 

The Newmarket goalball team 
trains every other Thursday at 
5.30pm at Newmarket Leisure 
Centre in Exning Road.

Week-long police campaign 
will target speeding motorists 


MOTORISTS are warned to 
watch their speed as police 
launch a week-long enforce¬ 
ment campaign. 

Officers from Suffolk and 
Norfolk police are carrying out 
checks across both county’s 
roads until Sunday, April 21, as 
part of a Europe-wide initiative. 

Chief Insp Chris Spinks, head 
of the Joint Roads Policing Unit, 
said: “Speed limits are in place 
for a reason, to reduce casual¬ 


ties and keep our roads safe for 
everyone. 

“Sadly many drivers see them 
as simply an inconvenience, but 
they are there to save lives. 

“Drivers who speed are more 
likely to be involved in a colli¬ 
sion, causing damage and dis¬ 
ruption at one end of the scale 
to serious injury or death at the 
other.” 

Speeding is one of the ’Fatal 
Four’ driving offences, accord¬ 


ing to police, along with drink 
driving, using a mobile phone 
and not wearing a seatbelt. 

Motorists caught speeding 
will face a £60 fine and three 
points on their licence, or may 
have the option to complete a 
Speed Awareness course. 

Under certain circumstances 
drivers could face disqualifica¬ 
tion from driving. 

1,100 motorists were caught 
during the campaign last year.

Hammer wielding 
intruder avoids jail 


A MAN who attacked a cou¬ 
ple at their home with a 
hammer has avoided a pris¬ 
on sentence. 

Carl Sweeney, of Stamford 
Street, Newmarket, accused 
the couple of stealing from 
him before attacking them 
with a hammer concealed 
in his shirt, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Thursday. 

Sweeney, 31, pleaded 
guilty to offences of assault, 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm and possession of an 
offensive weapon in a public 
place. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp 
said the woman who an-

swered the door at an ad¬ 
dress in George Lambton 
Avenue on January 8, was 
subjected to a “flying kick.” 

Sweeney had made the 
allegations before he pro¬ 
duced a hammer from in¬ 
side his top with which he 
struck the woman on the 
hand as she struggled to 
close the front door. 

During the incident 
Sweeney said to the wom¬ 
an: “I’m going to kill you if 
its the last thing I do.” Mr 
Crimp said the woman was 


very frightened and had 
genuinely feared for her life. 

Sweeney also struck the 
woman’s partner with the 
hammer near his eye and on 
the back of his head, caus¬ 
ing him to briefly lose con¬ 
sciousness. 

Mr Crimp said the ham¬ 
mer was eventually knocked 
from Sweeney’s grasp and 
the man was able to get the 
door closed. The man told 
police the incident was en¬ 
tirely unprovoked. 

Defending, William Cart¬ 
er alleged there had been 
an “immense” amount of 
history between Sweeney 


and the woman’s partner 
and Sweeney had “simply 
snapped.” 

He said the attacks had 
been out of character and 
there was little chance of 
Sweeney offending again. 

Judge John Devaux said 
he accepted Sweeney felt he 
had a genuine grievance but 
said his behaviour had been 
aggravated by taking place 
at the victim’s home and in¬ 
volving a weapon. 

Sweeney was sentenced to 
a total of 28 weeks impris¬ 
onment suspended for 12 
months with a supervision 
requirement.

Budget cuts mean 
less flying hours

FLYING hours will be reduced at 
RAF Lakenheath following steep 
cuts in defence spending. 

The US Air Force (USAF) has 
75 F-15 Eagle Squadrons sta¬ 
tioned at its base near Laken¬ 
heath but it has emerged that 
two of the 48th Fighter Wing’s 
squadrons was stood down 
from operations last week. 

It is understood the USAF has 
begun grounding flights in re¬ 
sponse to the US Government’s 
cuts on defence spending as the 
air force will reduce the budget 
for flying hours by $59 lm by the 
end of the fiscal year. This means 
that not all flying squadrons can 
be kept ready for combat. 

A spokesman for RAF Lak¬ 
enheath said: “During these 
measures the base will focus on 
maintaining the most capable 
and ready force possible within 
the current budget constraints. 
“To do so, it is implementing a 
tiered-readiness concept for the 
active duty force, where only 
units preparing to deploy in 
support of current operations 
are trained to be fully mission 
capable. 

“As part of the concept, the

local community will continue 
to see 48th Fighter Wing aircraft 
flying, although less frequently.” 

Personnel will continue their 
training on the ground us¬ 
ing flight simulators and other 
training facilities before the cuts 
are reassessed on September 30. 

The spokesman said: “De¬ 
veloping and maintaining re¬ 
lationships with international 
partners remains an enduring 
mission for USAFE-AFAFRICA 
and the 48th Fighter Wing, and 
that mission's significance is 
unchanged by the current 
budget challenges. 

“Liberty Airmen will 
maintain the same 
presence at RAF Lak¬ 
enheath and continue 
to take part in the lo¬ 
cal community.” 

Cllr Colin Noble, who 
represents Lakenheath 


for Suffolk County Council and 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “RAF Lakenheath is a 
very important part of our local 
economy. 

“They take part in the com¬ 
munity and a lot of people work 
for them at the base. It is always 
a concern when one hears about 
stories like this.” 

However Cllr Noble said he 
was not unduly worried it was 
part of a world-wide initiative 
rather than something only af¬ 
fecting RAF Lakenheath. 

“In that respect we are 
going to have a quiet 
summer but it doesn’t 
seem that there will be 
many changes. 

“They are still in¬ 
vesting in the area and 
there is building going 
on at RAF Lakenheath 
and RAF Mildenhall.”

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We’ll always Race for Jemma 



Laura Jenkins is looking 
forward to this summer’s 
Race for Life in Cambridge. 

But when she first ran it, in 
memory of her beloved sister, 
it took immense courage to 
even complete the course. 
Jane Redman heard her story. 


W HEN Laura Jenkins first took part in 
Cambridge Race for Life at the age of 
24, she feared she was going to give 
birth on the 5km route. 

Heavily pregnant, Laura was suffering from 
agonising pain due to severe misalignment of 
the pelvic joints, a condition that meant she had 
to wear a special brace to hold her pelvis 
together. 

But, armed with a pre-packed hospital bag and 
her medical notes, Laura struggled her painful 
way around the course - the last person to cross 
the finishing line. 

Laura was determined to finish that 2009 race 
for one reason. Her adored older sister, Jemma, 
had lost her battle with cancer months earlier at 
the age of 26, leaving behind two tiny children. 

The day after Jemma’s funeral, Laura had 
discovered she was pregnant. It seemed like a 
gift from her sister: something positive to focus 
on in the midst of her terrible grief. 

Every year since Jemma’s death, Laura and her 
mum Wendy have taken part in Cancer 
Research UK’s Race for Life in Cambridge. It is 
their way of taking something positive from the 
tragedy of losing such a young and beautiful 
daughter and sister. 

“Jemma was just the most vibrant, wonderful 
and joyful person to be with. I miss her every 
single day,” says Laura, now aged 28. 

“She would light up a room with her 
personality and was very strong and 
independent, with a bit of a naughty streak! I 
remember she would get into trouble sometimes 
at school, but I still looked up to her and felt 
proud she was my sister. She was everything a 
big sister should be.” 

It was August 2008 when Jemma, mother to 
two little girls, Amber and Scarlett - then aged 4 


and 2 - first started feeling poorly. She lost a lot 
of weight and lacked energy but her symptoms 
were put down to a virus. The family only 
realised something was really wrong when 
Jemma asked to stay with her mum for a while 
because she felt so ill. 

“It was so unlike her. She was a really 
independent, strong-minded person, who lived 
her own life and coped on her own. She wasn’t 
the type to go running home to mum, so we 
knew something was wrong,” says Laura, who 
lives in Royston. 

Wendy persuaded Jemma to go back to the 
doctor with her symptoms. She was given blood 
tests and in early September was called into 


Addenbrooke’s for more tests. 

Laura describes how she went around Tesco 
“in a kind of dream” buying gifts for her sister, 
thinking all the while they wouldn’t be 
necessary because she would be home soon. 

“They had mentioned the word leukaemia, but 
I convinced myself it was the worst case 
scenario. I didn’t want to think that something 
as bad as that could happen. I didn’t know then 
that Jemma would only spend one more day of 
her life at home,” says Laura. 

“I went to see her in hospital and she had put 
fake tan on because she didn’t want her friends 
to see her looking so pale. She told us she had 
Googled ‘white blood cells’ because the doctors 


kept talking about them - and all that came up 
was ‘cancer’. But she treated it as if it was a big 
joke, something that couldn’t possibly be true.” 

The next day everyone had to face the truth: 
Jemma had a type of cancer called acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia and needed 
immediate chemotherapy. The family was 
devastated. 

Laura, a veterinary nurse, gave up her job 
instantly in order to help her sister. She moved 
into Jemma’s house and looked after Amber and 
Scarlett while their mum was in hospital. 

For four weeks Jemma had aggressive chemo. 
A hairdresser, she was distressed when she 
started losing her hair, but friends from Toni &

Guy in Cambridge helped organise a 
more modern wig than those offered in 
hospital. 

“The chemotherapy really took its toll 
on Jemma. When the hospital decided she 
could come home for the day one Sunday 
at the end of September we were 
extremely anxious for her safety and 
sterilised the whole house. But we were 
also very excited and wanted to make her 
visit really special,” says Laura. 

Knowing Jemma had always wanted a 
wood laminate floor in her lounge, Laura 
and partner Chris worked right through 
the night to lay a new floor before she 
came home. 

“Jemma had a lovely day at home. We 
watched Chitty Chitty Bang Bang with the 
girls, and had ham, egg and chips at her 
request for lunch. In the afternoon 
Jemma made me and mum go out 
shopping. We didn’t want to leave her, but 
we realised she needed precious time 
alone with her girls. 

“She was supposed to be back in 
hospital by 6pm, but she dragged her feet 
and dreamt up reasons to delay. She 
couldn’t bear to say goodbye to Amber 
and Scarlett and go back to hospital.” 

It was the last time Jemma saw her 
children. On returning to hospital her 
health rapidly deteriorated. Doctors 
initially thought it was a reaction to her 
chemotherapy drugs, or possibly shock. 
By the time blood tests revealed signs of 
meningitis, Jemma’s condition had 
nosedived. She developed swelling on the 
brain and was rushed into intensive care. 

With tragic irony, in the days spent 
battling for life in intensive care Jemma’s 
cancer was discovered to be in remission. 
The chemotherapy had worked, but her 
battered immune system was helpless 
against the meningitis. 

“I got a phone call from Mum, who was 
at Jemma’s bedside throughout, telling 


me to come quickly to be with Jemma,” 
says Laura. 

“I’d been unable to visit as often as I 
would have liked because I was looking 
after Amber and Scarlett, so it was a 
terrible shock. I hadn’t seen how much 
she had deteriorated in just a few days 
and I was still telling myself she was 
going to be OK. 

“When I got to hospital I couldn’t 
believe my eyes. Jemma was so poorly - 
covered in tubes, and very thin. I will 
never get the sight out of my mind. 

“There was absolutely nothing the 
doctors could do. They couldn’t operate 
because her blood was so thin. We just 
had to watch while my beautiful sister 
lost her fight.” 

On October 14, 2008, the family had to 
make the heartbreaking decision to 
switch off Jemma’s life support machine. 

“I held her hand in mine as she died, 
and our hands looked so similar. I felt as 
if a part of me had died too. 

“I helped to wash her body and close her 
eyes. She looked beautiful and at peace, 
like an angel.” 

Laura says: “At Jemma’s funeral we had 
Over the Rainbow sung by Israel 
Kamakawiwo’ole, because I thought it was 
so beautiful. 

“As we left the crematorium a rainbow 
appeared in the sky. It felt like it was there 
especially for her. 

“We can’t bring Jemma back, but we can 
raise money for research to help other 
people. That’s why Mum and I do Race for 
Life every year. 

“My sister never saw my own children, 
Charlie (3) and Maxwell (1) but they will 
be in the double buggy doing it with us 
this year - for the Auntie Jemma they 
never met.”

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Millions seized 
as criminals 
forced to pay up 


GREYHOUNDS, horses and 
even boats are amongst items 
seized by police in the region 
under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA) since it was intro¬ 
duced a decade ago. 

Suffolk and Norfolk Police 
have recovered almost £16m 
worth of assets funded by 
crime since April 2003. 

The act allows for the confis¬ 
cation of property gained from 
criminal actions and aims to 
combat money laundering. 

Det Insp Sean Coyne, of the 
joint Financial Investigation 
Unit at Norfolk Police, said: 
“The Proceeds of Crime Act is a 
very powerful tool which gives 
us the opportunity to target 
and tackle criminals, and make 
them pay for their crimes.” 

The two police forces began 
to collaborate on this after 
coming together to form a Joint 
Economic Crime Unit, operat-

ing across both counties in an 
effort to prevent criminals in 
Norfolk and Suffolk from ben¬ 
efiting from their behaviour. 

Some of the most startling 
items which have been recov¬ 
ered by officers include live 
animals such as horses and 
greyhounds, as well as cash, 
property, boats, jewellery and 
an array of electrical goods. 

Det Insp Coyne said: “Over 
the last ten years Norfolk 
and Suffolk Police have 
used POCA to great ef¬ 
fect and we want to 
highlight the work 
that is being done in 
both counties.” 

He added: “As we 
move forward we 
will continue to target 
those individuals who 


cause the most harm in our 
communities, by stripping 
them of the profit they have 
made from their involvement 
in crime and reinforcing the 
message that crime does not 
pay." 

Police have used the powers 
to seize assets funded by crime 
across a broad spectrum of 
activity, from drug trafficking, 
money laundering, counter¬ 
feiting, sexual exploitation and 
human trafficking, as well as 
more common offences such 
theft and robbery. 

Earlier this month 
Luke Sheppard, 27, 
of Frampton Close, 
Newmarket, was or¬ 
dered to hand over all 
his remaining assets 
after he stole £4,393 
in cash and £1,2000 
worth of gold from The 
Guineas shopping centre.

Love Is All You Need (15,116 mins) 

IN her recent films, Oscar-winning Danish 
director Susanne Bier has meditated on 
the ability of the human spirit to endure 
all-consuming grief. 

Perhaps hankering for some light relief, 
she dons her sunglasses and SPF25 for 
this life-affirming comedy set at an idyllic 
villa on the breathtaking Sorrentine 
Peninsula. 

Love Is All You Need is an appealingly 
frothy confection about two damaged 
souls offered a second chance at 
happiness when they least expect but 
most need it. 

The literal translation of the film's 
Danish title Den Skaldede Frisor is The 
Bald Hairdresser and this succinctly sums 
up heroine Ida (Trine Dyrholm), who has 
undergone chemotherapy as part of her 
breast cancer treatment. 

Ida returns home from a check-up 
to find her oafish husband Leif (Kim 
Bodnia) in flagrante delicto with blonde 
accountant Tilde (Christiane Schaumburg- 


Muller). 

It's a devastating blow and Ida leaves 
him to catch a flight to Sorrento, where 
their daughter Astrid (Molly Blixt Egelind) 
is due to marry her handsome fiance 
Patrick (Sebastian Jessen). 

In the airport car park, Ida absent- 
mindedly backs into a car being driven by 
English widower Philip (Pierce Brosnan), 
who has thrown himself into his work - 
fruit and vegetable wholesale - following 
the death of his wife. It transpires that 
Philip is Patrick's father and is also 
heading to the ceremony. 

Her tenderness and honesty are a tonic, 
kindling a spark of attraction between 
the strangers, but personal relationships 
become strained when Ida's cheating 
husband arrives with Tilde in tow. 

The wedding conceit and sun-baked 
locales of Bier's film conjure fond 
memories of Mamma Mia! but Love Is All 
You Need dodges the ABBA songbook 
while still peddling a winning formula of 
fizzing dialogue and longing glances.

Allotments: 


don't give up! 


HIS commitment to show gardens for 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show the 
past two years has meant that garden 
designer Cleve West’s beloved allotment 
has suffered as weeds have sprung up 
and slugs and snails have built their own 
thriving community among his prized 
vegetables. 

While city dwellers may have romantic 
notions about wandering down to their 
plot on a balmy summer's evening to 
admire their crops and pick ripening 
fruits to add to their organic dinner 
table, West is much more realistic, 13 
years after he took on his west London 
plot (now expanded to 20 rods, four 
times the normal size). 

"Many have bought into allotments 
since they became part of the 
horticultural Zeitgeist that seemed to 
sweep in as the new millennium got 
under way. 

"But what the books don't tell 
you is that a large proportion of new 
allotment tenants give up within a 
year, overwhelmed by the time needed 
to keep the plot in good shape," he 
observes as he charts his own allotment 
experiences in his book, Our Plot.

"Allotments have been billed as 
something wonderfully romantic, which 
they can be. But writers often turn a 
blind eye to the fact that tending an 
allotment does take up a lot of time and 
people get disillusioned quite quickly 
when they do all the initial clearing and 
then within about three or four weeks 
it's all weedy again. They didn't see that 
as being part of the bargain." 

So how much time will you need 
to spend on a plot? "Well, if you're 
growing food to save money, whatever 
you do, don't add up the time it takes 
to produce your own food and apply 
an hourly rate to it. It will only depress 


you," he warns. 

"The National Society of Allotment 
and Leisure Gardeners estimates 
that, for a five-rod plot (250 sq m), a 
gardener will spend just over 200 hours 
a year tending it. That sounds about 
right. We each spend at least one full 
day a week at the plot and often more 
during the busy period of sowing and 
growing between March and July." 

When West says a day, he doesn't 
mean office hours. He's talking at least 
12 hours, but it's not impossible, he 
points out. 

"Those who do persevere are often 
pleasantly surprised to find that 
allotments are not only about growing 
food, they are a way of life." 

He advises newcomer plotholders to 
keep motivated by growing potatoes, 
squash or other vegetables with big 
leaves, which will be good ground cover 
and help prevent weeds taking over. 

"Lower your expectations in the first 
year or two, just while you get the hang 
of it. You will get upset when things 
don't grow or things get eaten. 

"I've never had a decent asparagus 
crop, but I'm not giving up."

THE NEW NISSAN LEAF: Improved range and now with prices starting 
at £15,990 after receipt of plug-in grant 


THE next generation of Nissan’s 
all-electric Leaf has arrived - 
and for the first time, buyers 
can lease batteries for the 100 
per cent electric car and choose 
one of three trim levels. 

A new pricing structure has 
been introduced to reflect the 
three trim levels and the battery¬ 
leasing options now available - 
but things are far from compli¬ 
cated. Cars bought with leased 
batteries will be known as ‘Flex’ 
models and buyers will be able 
to get behind the wheel of an 
entry-level Visia Leaf on that ba¬ 
sis for £15,990 (after receipt of 
the Government’s £5,000 plug¬ 
in grant). 

The separate battery lease 
payment ranges from just £70 
per month depending on the 
length of the contract and mile¬ 
age covered. 

The highest price anyone will 


pay for a Leaf is £25,490 (again, 
after receipt of the grant). This 
will be for a top-of-the-range 
Tekna Leaf, with the battery 
bought outright. 

The new Leaf features more 
than 100 improvements over its 
predecessor - many made as a 
result of feedback from Nissan’s 
active community of Leaf own¬ 
ers. 

Most notably, the car’s range 
has been extended from 109 


miles to 124 miles. And its bat¬ 
tery is capable of recharging in 
about half the time of the first- 
generation Leaf. 

The longer range has been 
achieved by improving the 
Leaf’s aerodynamics and its re¬ 
generative braking system and 
a more efficient E-powertrain. 
The real world range has also 
been improved with the intro¬ 
duction of a new heating sys¬ 
tem which is 70 per cent more 


efficient through the use of a 
heat pump in the system. 

But that’s far from the whole 
story. New interior trim, the ad¬ 
dition of Nissan’s Around View 
Monitor technology and new 
suspension settings specifically 
tailored for European roads 
build on the Leaf’s unique driv¬ 
ing experience. 

The three trim levels available 
to UK buyers are Visia, Acenta 
and Tekna. All models have in¬ 
creased boot space because of 
the relocation of the charging 
point and an enhanced interior 
trim. There is a height adjust 
facility on both front seats and 
more foot space for passengers. 

Jim Wright, managing director 
of Nissan GB, said: “We are very 
proud of the new Nissan LEAF, 
which underlines our commit¬ 
ment to the future of electric 
motoring.” 


Average cost of a 
used car is £7,000 


THE latest figures from 
BCA on used car prices 
show that the headline 
average value declined 
by 0.7 per cent in 
March, although year- 
on-year values were up 
by more than 17 per 
cent. 

For the fourth month 
running, average used 
car values remained at 
£7,000 or more. 

Across the board, 
used cars averaged 
£7,000 last month, 
down by £56 compared 
to February but signifi¬ 
cantly ahead of March 
2012 by £1,026 (17.1 per 
cent). 

Fleet and lease values 
fell back slightly from 
the record levels 
achieved in February, 
while dealer part- 


exchange values 
climbed marginally. 

However, post-Easter, 
buyer demand has 
weakened and conver¬ 
sion rates have fallen in 
the first week of April, 
suggesting there will be 
some pressure on val¬ 
ues in the weeks ahead. 

Simon Henstock, 

BCA’s UK operations 
director, says: 

“Although average val¬ 
ues continue at near 
record levels, prices are 
high, largely as a result 
of the constricted sup¬ 
ply rather than strong 
demand. 

“When seasonal varia¬ 
tions result in the avail¬ 
able volumes rising, the 
effects are quite quickly 
seen in the remarketing 
arena.”
